Trio of Fishermen
Washed from Rocks

In a combined operation 
of sheriff's deputies, Coast 
Guard. Army patrol boats 
and private fishing craft, 
two young fishermen were 
rescued from the rocks be­ 
low Palos Verdes Tuesday 
afternoon.

A third fisherman. Leo 
Joseph Derdzinski, 22, of 
Long Beach, was washed 
away and was presumed 
drowned. His body has not 
been recovered.

Lennox deputies said 
that Derdzinski, and two 
brothers. Michael Kenneth, 
22, and David Alien Wal­ 
ters, 10. also of Long 
Beach, had boon fishing

off the rocks at the foot of 
Hawthorne Blvd. and were 
washed off by one of the 
huge waves that battered 
the Southern California 
coast Tuesday.

The three managed to 
crawl back on the rock and 
were then w a vS h e d off 
again. This time the trio 
tried to swim out to larger 
rocks which would have af­ 
forded more protection.

The two Walters brothers 
made it out but Derdin- 
ski disappeared.

Other fishermen on the 
rocks noticed the plight of 
the two and waved their 
shirts to a passing private

fishing boat which rescued 
the two.

They were taken to the 
Army patrol boat which 

cruised off the peninsula 
which in turn transferred 
them to a Coast Guard cut­ 
ter.

Derdzinski, and his wife 
Gloria. 17, made their home 
at 2920 Caspian Avc.. in 
Long Beach. He was a day 
laborer.

County Road Department 
workmen, who were watch­ 
ing the operation through 
a surveyor's transit, called 
the Sheriff's office, and de­ 
puties summoned to the 
scene directed the rescue 
operations.
